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Sinn Fein is “taking the law into its 
own hands '” with a vengeance. In one 
sense the growth of Sinn Fein courts is 
not the most menacing phase of the Re- 
publican movement. Once the anomaly 
of the existence and claims of these 
courts is accepted, it must be allowed 
that they appear to act impartially 
and try to do rough © justice as 
between man and man.

become a world Power. Fifty years hence 
she,may be the mistress of Asia.

Enrope and America—as yet they have no 
| Labour question. Consequently, so far as 
industry is concerned, they can produce at 
atithe of the cost of production elsewhere, 
Hitherto they have had two disadvan- 
| tages—the lack of raw materials and the 
lack of modern methods and machinery. 
New, by their military adventures, they 
are doing their best to secure the keys to 
great mineral and agricultural store-houses, 
while the civil power is sparing neither 
‘money nor trouble to excel in method and 
research. Germany at present is over- 
run with Japanese on the hunt for new 
inventions. Laboratories are being estab- 
lished in Japan on the model of Munich 
and Berlin. While Europe is wrangling 
Nippon is working. At present she is not 
greatly interested in European trade, but 
- she is determined to capture the) lucrative 
“markets of the East. The war brought 
Japan riches, whereas.it brought disaster 
to Europe. It filled her coffers, while 
filling ovr graves. Therefore,) Europe 
should look to her laurels. The Allies 
should ascertain from Japan exactly what 
her plans are in regard to Siberia. ‘Jn 
that way a check could be applied to the 
ambitions of the military caste. The real 
danger, however, is not military, but 
leconomic. If Europe: persists in her indus- 
trial danse macabre, Japan will quietly 
oust her from the Far Fast. In spite of 
the Covenant of the League of Nations, a 
Japanese worker earns in a week Jess than 
a British miner spends on petrol for his 
motor car. Perhaps, within our century 
the tables may be turned.

The Far East. 


In the House of Commons, on Tuesday, 
the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
stated in reply to a qtestion that, as a 
result of collisions between Russians and 
Japanese, the Tokio Government had sent 
additional troops to Kastern Siberia. He 
admitted also that in various Russian 
towns the Japanese were in partial control. 
The extent of the Japanese occupation of 
Siberia is very uncertain, but all the re- 
ports from the Far East suggest that a 
great plan for the eventual domination of 
Asia is in process of development. For a 
certain time, it will be remembered, Allied 
troops were in occupation of Eastern 
Siberia. Their withdrawal left Japan a 
clear field. ‘When the Anrericans with- 
drew the Japanese decided to disarm the 
Bolshevist troops in: Siberia. A pretext 
was found in‘some dispute with Russian 
soldiers, but the démaerche was part of a 
well-arranged traditional policy. The 
measure was swift and thorough. Through- 
ont Siberia, east of Lake Baikal, the Bol- 
shevists in all tht important centres were 
disarmed. ‘There was no fuss. The mili- 
tary machine of Japan is nothing if not 
efficient. Consequently all the maritime 
provinces of Russia from the Sea of Japan 
to the Arctic are in the hands of the 
Mikado’s troops. Moreover, they have got 
Shantung, and have established them- 
selves firmly in Manchuria. ‘The Siberians. 
who hate: the Bolsheviks, are even more 
bitter im their hatred of the Japanese. 
The Japanese troops are behaving with 
Eastern correctress: but the Russians 
know from experience that their motto is 
“s'y ewis, gy reste,” ‘and recognise that 
the policy of Japan is openly and. defi- 
nitely to establish itself as the supreme 
Power in Eastern Asia. 

The ‘growth of democracy in ‘Japan has 
been wonderfully rapid, but it is still 
far from being complete. The civil Govern- 
ment, to all intents and purposes, is the 
same as that, of any enlightened State. 
The military caste is sacrosanct. Mili- 
tarism in Japan is more powerful now 
than ever it has been before. The army 
is ruled Ly an oligarchy and has little or 
no connection with the Government. It 
is directly under the command of the 
Mikado and recognises no other control. 
So far as the Government is concerned, 
Japanese policy is that of peacefal de- 
velopment; it has declared again and 
again that it has no territorial aspirations 
on the Asiatic Continent. ' Moreover; it 
recognises the value of its alliance with, 
Great Britain, and wishes to pursue its. 
policy of industrial progress, if possible, | 
with American co-operation, but, at any 
vate, with American approval, The army, 
hewovér, is inspired with different ideas.

The World’s Oil Fields. 


America ‘is beginning to feel uneasy 
about her future supplies of oil. Con- 
sumption.now exceeds production by about 
a million barrels a year, and, according to 
the Bureau of Mines, the country’s re- 
| sources will be completely exhausted by 
1940. The Government, impressed by this 
serious prospect, is anxious to take part 
in the development of foreign fields, but it 
finds that it has been forestalled and that 
there is very little scope for its activities. 
A special report which has just been pre- 
sented to Congress says that Great Britain 
has not only secured a monopoly of the 
vast oil deposits which await development 
within the Empire, but has arranged to 
“corner” other soarces of supply. In 
support of this claim the report says that 
the Dutch authorities aie on the verge of 
conferring exclusive oil rights in the 
Dutch East Indian possessions upon the 
Royal Dutch Shell Company, in which 
Britain has a controlling interest. 
France, the report adds, is moving in the 
same direction in regard to her new Afri- 
can dominions ; and, s@far as Mexico is 
concerned, the new restrictions have placed 
American interests at a grave disad- 
vantage. The report, of course, contains 
many exaggerations, but it has served 
its purpose. Congress has been spurred 
into action, and a bill has been introduced 
to create a great Government corporaticn 
which will spend millions of pounds in 
purchasing mining rights in foreign fields.

JZOLIAN MUSICAL SOCIETY. 


VERDI'S REQUIEM. 

Environment has mutch to do with one’s ability 
to listen with understanding to music of higher 
appeal, and in the quietude of Woodbrook (the 
concert, hall kindly lent by Sir Stanley Coch- 
rane), Verdi's noble Requiem was heard ta com- 
gs satisfactién. It was worth the journey to 
wear the “ Dies trae” alone, though the whole 
work is inspited with a broader senses of music 
than one associates with ‘the name of Verdi, 
largely owing to the blatant popularity of his 
earlier operas. These, however, are already 
passing from serious .consideration. The Re- 
quiem strikingly illustrates Verdi's own sense 
of transition to higher work, composed, as it 
was, after ‘ Aida,”. and before the really 
worthy “ OteHo” ‘and “ Falstaff’’ operas.

A FICTITIOUS DEMAND. 

Home Rule was a fictitious demand. It was 
only a cloak to cover something else.

Bonar Law, when 
speaking on the second reading, inferred that if 
the members, refused to take the oath of alle- 

lance when the Parliament was established in 

ublin, then the Act would not be put into 
operation, and Unionists said, “‘If so why pro- 
ceed with the bill?” A definite answer had al- 
ways been eee by Sinn Fein. Why go on 
with the bill then? Why not drop it when the 
difficulties are insurmountable ? at was the 
tion of the police in the country while the 

ill was under consideration? The police were 
asked to arrest people while legislation was pro- 
ceeding which might have the effect of making 
the men they were asked to arreat thoir own 
magistrates within the next six months. (Shame.) 
Under these conditions it was almost incredible 
that these brave men had continued in the face 
of peril and r to do their duty. (Ap 
plause.) They could not speak too highly of 
their maguificent conduct, or express their sym- 
pathy sufficiently with them in the impossible 
position in which they were placed. There 
would be agitation and unrest in this country so 
long as there were Home Rulers in England. It 
was only when the British public awoke to the 
realities of the situation, and saw that Home 
Rule was an impracticable policy, that they 
would have any c of settling down in 
here. So far as they could sec, the Home ftule 
Bill would probably become law. He did not

The bill might become 
aw in fact, but they must remember that one 
Home Rule Bill had already become law, and

THE DUTY OF UNIONISTS. 

It was never more important that Irish 
Unionists should stand together than at the 
present time. ; 
because they were Imperialists, and proud of 
their citizenship in the British Empire. They 
realised the great advanta to their country, 
which they loved, from being an integral part 
of the British Empire, and, believed that it 
could only remain great and prosperous by con- 
tinuing part of that Empire, and under the pro- 
arliament of the United Kimg- 
dom. To lose sight of that fact would be the 
first step towa capitulation. It had been 
suggested that there should be a mediator be- 
tween the Government and Sinn Fein, and that 
Southern Unionists should play that part. Never 
was & more shameful proposition put forward 
than that Southern Unionists should take the 
first step towards the downfall of the British 
Empire. He asked Irish Unionists to remain 
calm and fearless. They could, at all events, 
hope that the measures which His won i Áu Go- 
yernment were about to take, w in the 
coufse of time dispel the state of anarchy, and 
restore peace and order once more in the eoun- 
try thet they loved. (Loud applause.) He 
beg to submit the report.

There were many dele- 
gates present from the country who ¢ould tell of 
their own experience of the horfors that sur- 
rounded them. The condition of Ireland to- 
day is a disgrace io civilisation. (Hear, hear.) 
We know that thie revolutionary movement 
has been aivancing hy slow, but sure, steps 
towards the goal which it now thinks if sees 
in view. e know that, starting from the 
disastrous policy of Mr. Birrell, who found Ire- 
land in a state of prosperit¥ and contentment, 
the Peace Preservation Act was allowed to 
la and we all knew that we would ulti- 
nately find ourselves faced with what we see 
before us today. It was some satisfaction to 
them to know that, through all that had been 
going on in recent years, they had stood firm, 
and so long as hfe was iu them would continue 
to do so. (Applause.) “They knew that the 
policy of those who had brought Ireland to’her 
present condition was dictated by disloyalty to 
the Crown, hatred of the British Empire, and 
a determination to do everything in their 
power to destroy it. In the presént conditions 
prevalent in Ireland: they thought that the 
House of Commons might devote a little of 
(“air time in endeavouring to assist the Govern- 
ment in, rescuing Ireland from a state of 
barbarism. What did they find? The House 
of Commons was devoting ils time to a futile 
endeavour to amend and improve an impossible 
measure. The only amendment which he had 
heard which appealed to him was the one put 
down by Mr. vereuiah McVeagh, to the effect 
that this bill shall not apply to Ireland. 
(Laughter and applause.) So far he had taken 
no part in the discussion on the Committee 
stage, and he had no intention of doing so. 
He did not believe that any amendments could 
obviate the tremendous dangers that it would 
bring about. (Hear, hear.) lt would eettle 
nothing, and make confusion worse confounded. 
If patsed into law one of two things would 
happen. if the Parliament was set up in 
Southern Ireland it would be a mockery, be- 
cause no Parliament would be able to cowtrol 
the forces that now rule Ireland. The alier- 
“native would be that no Parliament could be 
set up. If Englishmen were too blind to under- 
stand the movement that confronted them, that 
the object of this movement was to secure the 
downfall of the British Empire, Irish Unionists 
were not. (Applause.) The Alliance had 
always emphasised the tremendous imperial! 
danger of any Home Rule policy. From one 
point of view the outlook was indeed black. 
If ever there was a country where vacillation 
was fatal, it was Ireland. Whatever Govern- 
ment was in power, the first ossential thing for 
them to do was when they had made up their 
minds as to what was the right policy let 
them carry it out. (Hear, hear.) That was 
what they. had been suffering from only too 
long. Loyalty was now at a discount; treason 
at a premiurn. It is high time that His 
Majesty's Government made up their minds and 
let it be known that loyalty, instead of exposing 
men to danger of life and property, is seme- 
thing which will be protected by all the forces 
at their command, and that the time has passed 
for truckling to sedition, treason, and anarchy. 
What we want in public life are men of 
sincerity, and honest of purpose. With the 
brilliant exception of Sir Edward Carson, so far 
as polities were concerned, they did not see 
those qualities as they would like to in the 
men who conttolled the destinies of the British 
Empire.

They would remember thaí they ap- 
pealed on that occasion that an Emergency 
Fund should be started to tide over until some- 
thing should be done which would give them 
permanent relief. Therefore, the whole question 
of reform became a vital r.

| ad been fully borne 
out and was impressed on him all the more fully 
during the sessions of the Committee on Re- 
trenchment and Reform to which he belonged. 
Throughout these sessions they received a vast 
mass/of evidence from all sources which fully 
boré out the necessity for doing something to 
alter the existing conditions as far as the 
stipends of their clergy were concerned. Their 
clergy all along had borne their burden in 
silence and without protest. It was only now 
when they had at last begun to grapple with 
the real difficulty, and to institute reforms, that 
they had from: ail-sides a clamour for that. re- 
form.

The Chairman stated that almost hie earliest 
recollections as a boy was the work of the Bible 
teachers of the Irish Society, who went from 
house to house in his native County of Kerry, 
reading the Word of God in the Irish tongue. 
He was glad that the work of this very old 
Societ*, now limited owing to the comparatively 
few who spoke the Insh language, was, never- 
theiess, ied on under the auspices of the 
newer Society, the Irish Church Missions: He 
desired publicly to acknowledge his indebied- 
ness to the Scripture Readers’ Branch for 
supplying yet another scripture reader in the 
diocese over which he hed the honour of pre- 
siding, and to bear testimony to the valuable 
and faithful work performed by these earnest 


men. 

Rev. A. G. Townshend presented the annual 
report, which récorded an increase of subgcrip- 
tions and contributions in almost every branch. 
The total increase amounted to £1,047, 

Rev. T. C. Hammond drew attention to the 
various departments of the Society's work. It 
might well be spoken of as “ Missions,’’ imas- 
much as it incinded in its wide embrace all the 
agencies for mission work to Irishmen in con- 
nection with the Church of Ireland. Those who 
were impressed by the yalue of any particular 

ch were not only permitted, but em 
couraged to give their support through the old 
channels. The old Irish Society offered an op- 
portunity for those who wished to reach the 
Irieh people through their ancient tongue. The 
Colportage branch eupphed the same need for 
the larger body of English-epeaking people. The 
scripture readers looked after the needs of the 


| populous parishes in the North by providing 
| assistance for the harassed clergymen in these 


industrial centres. Those wh4, like the speaker, 
placed some value upon controversial work, 
could render their contributions through the 
Irish Church Missions. The speaker spoke at 
length on the work in the schools, which, 
through the energy and zeal of Mrs. Smyly, 
were almost from the beginning in close con- 
nection with the Irish Church Missions, provid- 
ing a useful avenue of service for their staff cf 
teachers. He gave instances of adults who re- 
ceived help through the activities of the Society, 
and indignantly denied the charge of bribery, 
mentioning cases where the Society received 
fmanciel aid from those. whom it helped 
spiritually.

HIBERNIAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


RECORD OF YEAR’S WORK. 

The annual meeting of the Hibernian Bible 
Society was held yesterday at the offices of the 
Beciety, Upper Sackville street, Dublin, the 
Right Hon. Lord Kilmaine presiding 

he 114th annual report expressed thanks 
that the Society had. been enabled to continue, 
and in some directions to extend, ita work dur. 
ing the past year,‘ and recorded with deepest 
regret the death of the President, the Right 
Hon, Lord Langford, K.C.V.O., and of the Rev. 
Samuel Prenter, D.D., who joined the Com- 
mittee in 1898. The vacant presidency had been 
filed by the appointment of Lord Kilmaine. 
The cirenlation for the past year amounted to 
6,493 Bibles, 16,188 New Testaments, and 19,118 
portions, making a total of 41,799 copies, This 
was eome 26,000 lesa than last year, the most of 
quirements for “war purposes.” The entire 
issue for war purposes since” August, 1914, 
amounted to 214,011 copies. The Scriptures 
circulated included 7,417 Douay New Testaments 
and 7,319 Douay St. John, an increase of 716 
copies over the circulation of this version last 
year. Grants for schools amounted to 1,995 
copies, For colportage in Ireland 22,212 were 
supplied, and for other agencies 5,256. The 
three Irish colporteurs sold 8,905 portions, New 
Testaments, and Bibles, jof which 5,134 were 
Douay Testaments or St; John. The income 
for the year amounted to /£4,652, compared with 
£5,301 for the previous year, and the expendi- 
ture to £3,816, compared with £4,359 for the 
previous year. The total expenditure on eiren- 
lating the Scriptures in Ireland had risen from 
£940 to £1,106. 

The Chairman, speaking on the subject-of the 
report, said that he thought they had every 
reason to be thankfnl for the work which the 
Society had been able to do durittg the year, 
and for the support that they had received, 
considering the diffienities and anxieties thai 
confronted every Society in these days. When 
they looked out on the world to-day it seemed 
to be in a process of disruption. They saw in 
every paper that they took up accounts of 
loodehed, of fears and donbts, delusions and 


endeavour, whether central, didcesan, parochial, or 
otherwise, for the angmentation of clerica} stipends 
and avperannualion allowance.

The ammural meeting ‘of the Educational and 
Medical Auxiliary ot the Church of Ireland 
jewe' Society was held on Tuesday at 16 Har- 
court street, Dublin, The Rev. W. N. Carter, 
M.A., presided. 

The Chairman said that what wes needed to 
carry out the object of the Society was 
organisation, as for want of it « great deal of 
the good work m which they were engaged 
had not been achieved as fully as it ought to 
have been. In aiding this work of organisation 
the people at home could give help to the 
Missions to Jews by giving earnest and con 
tinued assistance, which was very much needed. 
It was due, he thought, not to the antipathy 
of the Jews, but to the apathy of the Chris 
tian Church, that the Missions to Jews had not 
been more euccessful. He thought that it 
would be desirable to establish. a school for 
Jewish children in connection with their Society. 
IL need not be a large school, but one in 
which homely teaching would be given, such 
ae under the kindergarten system. 

Mirza Norollah, Persia, described some of his 
experiences in Persia, where there had been 
many famous missionaries since 1812. These 
missionaries were convinced from their experi- 
ence that when a Jew became a Christian he 
was;the best means of converting, not, only his 
own brethren, but of converting a M . 
for theme Persian Jews understand not only 
the Persian language, but they are acquamted 
with the teaching and the literature of the 
Mohamedans. He (the speaker) had estab- 
lished a school for Jewish children in Persia, 
and when he started it, ae he had no teacher, 
he had to teach the children himself. The 
school had proved very successful: and was 
attended by several hundred children. As a 
result of the late war there had been famine 
and an epidemic of Spanish influenza in Persia, 
which caused the deaths of thousands. Sub-

scriptions were sent from America and England | 


to help those in distress, and the money had 
been distributed by the missionaries, whose 
benevolent work won for them the goodwill! of 
the entire Jewish community in Persia.
